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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Cumberland: 

The  schools  of  our  town  have  been  quite  successful  the 
past  year,  and  the  progress  of  the  pupils  has  been  steady 
and  thorough. 

The  attendance  of  pupils  has  been  good  in  all  schools  ex- 
cept No.  8,  where  it  has  been  very  irregular.  Most  of 
those  who  have  not  been  regular  attendants  an*  outside 
of  the  compulsory  law,  their  parents  arc  not  interested  in 
their  children's  education,  and  do  not  seem  to  care  it  the} 

do  not  attend  school  more  than  one  or  two  days  in  the 
week.  I  know  of  no  remedy  without  the  help  of  the  par- 
ents. 

Fifteen  pupils  from  the  elementary  schools  of  our  town, 
and  >ix  from  other  towns,  passed  the  required  examination 
and  were  given  certificates  enabling  them  to  enter  the  free 
high  school.  Of  the  pupils  examined,  those  of  our  tow  n 
showed  the  most  thorough  and  careful  preparation. 

The  teachers  have  been  interested  in  their  respective 
schools  and  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
Two  of  them,  for  good  reasons,  left  their  schools  during  a 
term;  their  places  were  tilled  by  others,  who,  I  think,  did 

very  good  work. 

(  )!  the  five  teachers  who  are  residents  of  Cumberland,  I 
wi>h  to  say  that  I  consider  them  anions  the  best  teachers  \ 
ever  employed,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  recommending  the 
entire  corps  of  our  winter  teachers  to  I  he  consideration  of 


the  committee  the  coming  year,  as  worthy  of  theii  patron- 
age.   They  have  kept  their  room-  neat,  made  them  attract- 
ive, ami  looked  carefully  after  the  needs  of  the  children. 
At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  I  found  many  of  the 

books  in  bad  shape  and  unlit  for  use  :  these  were  replaced 
with  new  ones  and  others  have  been  furnished  as  the  schools 
required. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  text  books,  and  no  new 
ones  introduced.  The  repairs  upon  the  buildings  have  been 
of  a  minor  character  except  in  Nbs.  4  and  8.  A  new  chim- 
ney has  been  built  at  the  former  and  the  latter  has  been 
painted. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  for  the  com- 
ing year  to  building  No.  2,  which  needs  a  new  chimney,  and 
its  walls  should  be  sheathed,  as  the  plastering  is  loose  and 
shaky. 

Nos.  4  and  5  need  painting. 

The  primary  room  at  No.  9  is  unfit  for  that  purpose  and 
should  be  enlarged  or  used  a-  a  recitation  room  only. 


FREE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

I  have  visited  this  school  and  it  has  been  furnished  with 
the  necessary  text  books.  The  average  attendance  the  past 
year  has  been  about  forty-five  ;  of  these  six  were  tuition 
students. 

The  present  teachers  seem  interested  in  their  work,  and 
are  doing  as  good  work  as  we  can  expect  under  the  existing 
conditions  ;  but  it  is  a  small  school  for  the  amount  of  money 
annually  expended. 

That  the  attendance  of  this  school  has  greatly  diminished 
the  past  few  years  must  be  acknowledged.  The  reason 
may  admit  of  argument:  my  own  views  are  that  too  fre- 
quent change-  of  the  principal  must  have  a  tendency  to  de- 
crease the  attendance  of  anv  school,  and  I  would  suirirest 
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that  the  best  teacher  to  be  obtained,  be  placed  in  charge  of 
this  school,  and  then  retained  until  the  school  becomes  the 
equal  of  any  secondary  school  in  the  State 

We  like  to  place  our  children  under  the  care  and  influence 
of  teachers  whose  reputation  is  established,  and  whose 
moral  worth  is  well  known  in  our  community.  While  new 
teachers  may  be  as  worthy  of  our  confidence,  still,  we  are 
prone  to  patronize  those  of  whose  worth  we  have  an  actual 
knowledge. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  things  in  our  schools,  the 
past  year,  has  been  the  increase  in  the  number  of  visit-  of 

parents  ami  friends  of  pupils:  the  effect  upon  both  teach- 
ers and  pupils  of  these  visits  has  been  very  noticeable. 

In  conclusion,  I  ask  of  you  all  to  take  more  interest  in 
our  common  schools,  for  they  are  the  keystone  of  the  arch 
upon  which  the  safety  of  our  free  institutions  rest.
